The guerrilla units 9 which had previously been uncoordinated and 
had operated independently* sent representatives to Hong Kong* where a guerrilla 
command was being formed* Inter group liaison whs arranged in Kvangsia Before 
mid-June 1950* 45 guerrilla units aggregating over 100*000 men wore in coordina- 
tion with one another* After the Korean war began* Kwangsi guerrillas were able 
to develop still more* gaining gradual, control of the areas surrounding Liuchou* 
Nanning* Wuehou* and False * They disrupted land and water coiomunications* de- 
stroyed Peasants’ Associations* killed Communist officials* and captured Communist 
food supplies..
